Britisn Cotumsia axp Pocet Sounp Timber. 
—It is related that a gentleman who recently 
made a tour round the globe says that in ex 


amining a railwa; ia India, he asked where 
the tires came trom, and answered ‘‘from 
P Sound.’’ At Alexandria, in Egypt, 
while admiring some singularly perfect spars 
among the shipping, he asked where they 
grew, and was told ‘‘Puget Sound.’”’ Afier- 
wards, ina seaport of China, he asked the 
source of certain timbers that a frieud was 
using in the construction of wharves, and the 
same answer came. Over bundreds and 
hendreds of square miles of area, 
does this unequalled timber exist, astonishing 
for its size, perfeciion, and durability. Mr. 
Sarfielde, sneakin; of the timber on the 
North Pacific coast, inclading British Colum- 
bia,’says, ‘‘ The size of the fir trees and the 
number growiag upon given acres, in 
good timber districts, is almost incredible to 
residents upon the Atlantic slope of the con- 
tinent.”’ Trees often measure 320 feet in 
length, as be has. often demonstrated, more 
than two-thirds of which are free from limbs. 
Fifty, sixty; and sometimes as bigh as eighty, 
good timber trees grow on an acre of ground. 
Last year Puget Sound exported over one 
oondred and seventy millions of lath and 
lumber, twenty millions of lath and shingles 
and an immense number of masts, spars, and 
piles. These products of the forest were sold 
in California, South America, Australia, 
Japan, Chiva, the East ladies, and Europe.

Remarkable Surgical Operation— 
seer aseing Rat Skin ou a Man's 
p- 


[Prom the Louisville Ledger. } 

We hear of a somewbat rcovel surgical 
operation receatly performed by Dr. E. R. 
Hawn, of Leavenworth, I[niiana. A young 
man named Murcuison, living in Meade Coun- 
ty, Ky., metwith « terriblé accident while 
working in @ suw-will, by means of which a 
piece of skin as large as the bottom of a tin 
cup was.tora ftom his hip. Dr. Hawn was 
called to the case. Koowing the extreme 
difficulty experienced by surgeuns in getiing 
injuries of the kiod to Leal properly; . the 
doctor was ata loss how to proceed. It is 
well known that where a large surface of skia 
uas been removed the cure is tedious and 
difficult to accomplish. Nothing but skin 
will produce a new skin, aud the. exposed 
surface will not heal farther than ao iach 
from the margin, after which the edges must 
be trimmed again and @ new growth started, 
the operation being repeated as often as nec~ 
essary, until the entire surface is covered and 
the cure effected. Not wishing to subject his 
patient to this tedious and painful process, 
Dr. H. resolved to try the experiment of en- 
graftation. His first idea wasto take small 
bits of live skin from various other parts of 
the body and graft them on the exposed sur- 
face, but the patient objected, on account of 
the pain attending tue skinning process, and 
the mu.titade of small sore places which 
would be left. The Doctor then suggested 
ttat a portion of the skia of some inferior 
animal might be used, and the patient read- 
ily consented. A rat, about two-thirds 
grown, was caught, killed. and quickly skin- 
ned, after which the Ductor cut a piece of the 
requisite size, trimmed it to suit the exposed 
surface, clapped it oo, and fastened it with 
strips of udbesive plastar, after which the 
whole surface Was covered with 4 coating of 
collodion. The experiment succeeded beyond 
his mogt sanguioe expectations. The graft 
took by first intention, and in ten days the 
cure was complete. 

The surface of the wound is covered with a 
fine growth of hair. and the rat skin seems to 
answer every purpose, The only ipcon- 
venience to which Mr. Murchison is subject- 
ed is om account of the cats. On several 
occasions, whea sitting down reading, be has 
been pat to 4 little alarm and some incon- 
venience by having the house cat spring sud- 
deoly on bim aod fasten her teeih in that por- 
tion of his pantaloons which immediately 
covers the trauspladtedratskin, The terriers 
also, sniff supiciously at his heels whea he 
walks the s-reets. 

A Kieren Cuntosity.—Mr. Paul Care, who 
lives in this towa, near Leona, informs us 
that bis o'd cat came homea few days ago 
dragging with her teeth what appeared like a 
bundle of kittens.
